AT PBVKH HEAT. 


Judge Hcyburn Tolls of tlto Murder 


in the Canyon. 


OIBE, July 13.— Tho governor baa 


given General Curtis general orders to 
protect properly, preserve life, enforce 
the IRW iiud suppreao violence. Details 
of tho movements ol troops, and eo 
forth, have been left entirely with Gen- 
eral Curtie. 


DurloR the afternoon the governor 


held a conversation by wire with Judge 
lleybtirn iu Spokane, The latter said in 
substance: 
"Strikers have complete pooeeBBion of 


the district. No reliable UQWB obtaioablo 
from Wardner excppt that furuished by 
military officers now in the Geld. The 
militia and troops from Fort Sherman 
are at Catalde, seventeen miles weat of 
Wardner, with General Curtis. They 
will not move until reinforcements ar- 
rive." 
Mr.-Haybnrn gave fuller particulars ol 


tho massacre in the Fourth of July 
cauyou. He paid this morning that 
twelve bodies were . picked up in tht 
caiiyoo. They were riddled with bnl 
lets. A number of non-union men are 
wounded, but they wore carried away by 
their comrades. To-day 200 more non- 
union men were sent out of Wardner or 
board tho curs, guarded by members pi 
the Miners Union, who left the train 
when it was a few miles out ol town.

In all there wore 132 men from the dif- 


ferent mines. They had been entirely 
disarmed and were waiting for a boat, 
which was late. Jnet at dusk last even- 
ing a squad of eight armed men came 
charging down the road track, yelling 
and firing riflefl. The refugees scattered 
iu different directions and ran for the 
liver, mountains and gulches, their pur- 
euora following them, shooting and rob- 
bing them. 
Most of tho fugitives were driven 


down Fourth of July canyon, but a num- 
bar made for the brush along the river 
bant and down the river. 


When Kinney left it was known thai 


two of tbe non-union men bad boon 
fllain—George Robinson and a Swede 
•whose name ia unknown. 


The boat started down the river in tho 


darkneua and was hailed again anc 
ngain by tho fugitives who bad escaped 
the fury of the mob and concealed them- 
•elves in the bushes. 


"In all we picked up eight or ten o 


them," said Kinney; "all were wet 
cold and perishing from hunger, frigh 
aud exposure.

Bains yesterday was continued today.

wero torn and mangled most horribly. 
In many cases tho heads were torn from 
the bodiep. Others had their arms mid 
legs cut off by the huge maeuos of ice 
that panned over them. 
Some were 


crushed out of till semblance to human- 
ity.When tho glncier slid down into the 
bon mat, on which the mountain stream 
St. Gervais DCS Bains is nituated, the 
current vriia dammed and tho water roao 
rapidly behind tho huge wall of ice. 
Finally tlio pressure became BO grout 
Unit the dam was broken, and o roaring, 
grinding, rushing, immense volume of 
water and tremendous masses of 
atartcd down the ravine. 


fllnny victims overtaken m their sloftp 


wore instantly swept into tho torrent 
and drowned. Their bodloa were after- 
ward mutilated by the flouting dobrio.

A Smallpox Quarantine. 


VICTOIUA, July 13.—The steamer City 


of Nnooimo, from Victoria, waa quaran- 
tined by tbe Nanaimo authorities on ac- 
count of tho prevalence of smallpox at 
Victoria.

A mandamus waa 


granted by Chief Justice Burnie today, 
commanding the Vancouver authoritiea 
not to prevent tho landing of passengers 
from Victoria, tho quarantine law afffict- 
ino domestic ports having been complied 
with. Should opposition to the landing 
of passengers continue fit Vancouver, 
measures to suppress mob law will be 
tftken.

The protective tariff 
equalizes tbe difference between English 
and American wages for the American 
producer- and manufacturer. 


The fact that higher wages ate main- 


tained in American industries which com- 
pete with those of foreign countries, 
•nd are protected by the tariff, has much 
to do with keeping up the general stand- 
ard of wages in the United States, even 
in those industries mentioned by tbe 
Mall, in which there IB not and cannot 
be any competition with foreign coun- 
tries.
